WATER SOURCE 


Condra Says River Will 


Furnish Lincoln an 


Adequate Supply. 


>VelIs Unable to Hold Up 
To Demands That Will 


Come With Growth. 


Pointing out'that a water supply 


ample lor pnvsent and probable 
future needs of Lincoln is absolutely 
necessary. Dr. -George E. Condra, 
director of conservation and survey, 
at the University of Nebraska, has 
just issued a pami?-i!et which con- 
tains an exhaustive treatise on the 
water supply problem here. 


He concludes that Lincoln has 


outgrown the established water sup- 
ply and that there eeems to be no 
new and adequate source of supply 
in the immediate vicinity of the city 
to meet the demands incident to 
citv growth. 
The present situation he regards 


as dangerous. While most of the 
physical factors relating to Lincoln's 
water supply are favorable so far as 
healthfulness is concerned, there are 
at least two conditions w.'aich he be- 
lieves might cruse serious" trouble. 


Cites Weaknesses., 


First, Dr.. Condra says, most of 


the water comes from local* rainfall' 
and surface drainage, inakinfe it sub- 
ject to polution at places. Second, 
the Dakota limestone formation 
which affords toe water storage 
underground is 
very 
irregularly 


bedded, cross-bedded and Ivoken 
somewhat by deformations. ^iis 
means that there are places'where 
the surface water enters the 'ground 
water, which is pumped up for city 
consumption. This 
rneans" that 


treatment by the water department 
is necessary before the water can 
be safely used. 
Dr. Condra lists nine "possible 


water sources to augment, the pres- 
ent supply. They are:: (lh-unde- 
veloped! areas near the 'city; (2), St. 
Peter sandstone which involves bor- 
ing to a depth of 2,000 feet which 
•would be exceedingly expensive; (3), 
terraces and flood Dlains of Salt 
creek valley; (4), drift hills west of 
Lincoln; (5), branches of Salt creek; 
<6>, the Big Blue river; (7). Loess 
plain area; (8), Todd valley' near 
Wahoo. and the Platte river and 
Platte valley. 


Favors Platte River. 


While Dr. Condra says that the 
pamphlet makes .no attempt to in- 
fluence city officials in favor or 
Against any possible water supply, 
he lists objections to all of these 
supply sources with the exception 
of the Platte river. 
The Loess plain area west of the 


city has ample water for the city, 
Dr' Condra believes, but this supply 
is drawn upon by farms and nearby 
cities, has a relation to a 'number of 
water powers, :.nd is sure to become 
more important for well irrigation, 
he says. 


The Todd valley, -'hich extends 


across Saunders county from Cedar 
Bluffs to near Yutan and Ashland, 
contains much ground water but Dr. 
Condra believes t' "s should be con-

Columbus and Ashland. "A strong 
point in favor of locating the Lin- 
coln water supply somewhere north- 
east of Ashland seems to have been 
overlooked," Dr. Condra continues. 
"It is that the water there flows 
from the state without much chance 
for other important beneficial use- 
Such location would, in this respect, 
conform to the plan o. the state 
and federal governments to consider 
and utilize the water resources with 
least 
interference 
and for 
the 


greatest General good." 
Must Sound Valley. 


Surveys show that the bedrock 


floor of the Platte between Colum- 
bus and Ashland, from which water 
for Lincoln would be available, is 
quite uneven and that waterbearing 


sands from which the water would , 
be pumped range from 52 to 100 or ' 
more feet in thickness. This, ac- 
cording to Dr. Condra, means that 
before installing a water supply 
there, the valley should be sounded 
to determine the exact cross section 
and the most favorable place to in- 
tercept the maximum underflow. It 
would also be necessary to protect 
the supply against all hazards and 
surface pollution. 


Chemical analyses would have to 


be made. It would also be impera- 
tive to make sure no shallow, 
slough-like, surface drainage ways 
and mucky, buried, old channels are 
on or in the prospective water 
ground, Dr. Condra believes.

Of course they 
bad to be because they were made 
from the records showing actual • 
receipts and expenditures. The fig- 
ures show for the last year 'of the 
Bryan administration an actual out- 
lay for operating the state govern- 
ment $11,790,368.16. 
For the year 


1929, 
the only year of the Weaver 
administration 
available, $22,365,- 


494.46, or a difference of $10,575,- 
126.30. 
"Some newspapers and some cam- 


paign speakers have had the temer- 
ity to deny the correctness of the 
figures obtained from the state au- 
ditor's office. But if any taxpayer 
will examine his tax receipts for 
1924 and 1929 he. can determine for 
himself that his taxes have practi- 
cally doubled in six years. 
This 
increase shown by the tax receipts 
does not cover cost of road build- 
ing, which comes from the gasoline 
tax, so that -the roads cannot be 
used as an alibi. 


General Expense Greater. 


"Tile ordinary state expenses, 


which do not include legislative ex- 
pense, cost of capitol building ot 
roads, under Bryan in 1924 amount- 
ed to $6,977,137.14—under Weaver in 
1929, 
59,653,421.62 or an increase in 


one vear period under Weaver of 
$2,676,284.48. 
"What is the trouble? , 
"One thing—an expensive code 
system. The work now done by 
code secretaries could just as well

Collapse of Guaranty Fund.

Test New Strategy. 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Okla., Nov. 1 
_ (up) —Oil men tonight tested a 
new 
strategy in their struggle 


against the perils of a wild oil 
gusher roaring unbridled within the 
city limits here. Instead of taming 
it, they sought to rob it of its malig- 
nant force. 


Five adjacent powerful gushers 


•were released to shoot their oil 
through pipes. It was hoped this 
would release some of the tremen- 
dous pressure behind the spouting 
Morgan well, which for 
almost 
forty-eieht hours has spread a 
vapor of inflammable oil and gas 
into the atmosphere over the city. 
It was believed these wells de- 


rived their strength from the same 
gas and oil pools beneath 
the 


ground. 


The opened wells, previously held 


closed by a state conservation order, 
will release a flow equal to approxi- 
mately 300,000 barrels of oil daily 
from the rich pool which was 
tapped to enrich Oklahoma City. 
Now it presents an agent of filth 
and destruction in the Morgan 
gusher. 


If the wild gusher is reduced in 
its fury by the new method an ef- 
fort will be made tonight to cap it 
with a 4,000 pound peak of steel, a 
valve device twice as large as that 
which recently cut off the roaring 
Mary Sudik well after eleven days.

The school district contends that 


Nebraska statutes provide a simple 
icmedy for recovery of illegal taxes 
upon demand and that the school 
district was not served with such a 
demand. 
If the refunds are per- 


mitted, the school district claims the 
door is opened to stockholders of 
any corporation bringing suit against 
the school district for return of 
taxes paid under the 1925 law al- 
though no formal demand was made 
at the time or since.

At least four ballots will be voted 


in all election precincts of Nebraska 
next Tuebday, and in some places 
vhere local questions are to be de- 
cided the voters will be called upon 
to mark a greater number of tickets. 
In Omaha there will be eleven, due 
to the submission of proposals for 
free bridges over the Missouri river, 
natural gas, public bond issues, and 
others matters. 


The main sheet which all voters 


in the state will receive from elec- 
tion boards when they go to the 
polls will contain the names of all 
candidates on the party tickets. At 
the top will be the republican and 
democratic party circles, followed in 
order by the names of candidates 
• for United States senator, governor 
J 
and other state offices, congress, 
•fBstate senator and representatives, 


pftounty and other local offices. 
• 
There will be a separate non- 
• political ticket with the names of 
I pei sons running for Supreme judge, 


university regent, state superintend- 
ent, and such local judicial offices 
as are to be filled this year. In the 
second, fourth and sixth congres- 
sional districts there are no Su- 
preme judges to be elected, while 
in the third, fourth, fifth and sixth 
districts no candidates are in the 
field for university regent. 


A third ballot will carry two pro- 


posed amendments to the Nebraska 
constitution submitted by the last 
legislature. Still another will con- 
,tam three initiated measures bear- 
ing upon the powers of cities and 
villages in the ownership and oper- 
ation of electric utility plants. 


Banking: Questions Up to Voters. 
One of the constitutional propo- 
sitions, labeled senate file No 149, Is 
,to make the double liability of bank 
stockholders effective for immediate 
collection when a bank fails. 


The other, which, appears under 


,lhe title of senate file No. 189, would 
authorize the legislature to appro- 
priate a sum not exceeding $8,000,- 
000 from the state treasury to help 
pay depositors in failed banks. 
< 


The first of these is intended to 


,0-vercome the effect of Supreme 
court decisions holding that no 
tS^ps can be taken to enforce pay- 
ment of a stockholder's double lia- 
bility until all other resources of 
*;he bank shall have been exhaust- 
ed. This has resulted in many cases 
in enabling: stockholders to evade 
their liability by transferring their 
property, or causing it to become 
otherwise encumbered, during the 
interval between the closing of the 
bank and the final realization upon 
its assets. 


Municipal Electric Proposals. 


•™ 
Of the three initiated proposals 
a 
which uill be printed on the same 


1*4 yballot, the middle one, No. 324, is 
* ^onsored by the Nebraska league 
3H of municipalities, the People's Light 
and Power association, the state 
League of Women Voters, and other 
organizations Its chief object is to 
permt cities and villages to extend 
their municipal electric lines into 
neighboring rural territory, or to 
.connect with other cities and vil- 
lages, and furnish service to con- 
sumers in such territory, the exten- 
sions to be paid out of earnings. An 
additional proviso forbids the sale 
of any municipal plant except with 
the appnnal of 60 per cent of the 
voters. 


The other two bills are antagon- 
Isuc in purpose to No. 324. 
They 


place restriction upon the extension 
of municipal electric properties and 
specify the procedure by uhich a 
municipality may sell its plant to a 
private company. One of these prop- 
ositions Is No. 322; the other. No. 
B2G. 


In each Instance, an alternative 


Dumber is printed on the ballot 
•with a square for lotuiK "No"' on 
the measure, instead* of "Yes."' 
Suoporters of proposal No. 324 are 
urging people to \ote in the "Yes" 
square preceding that number, and 
Wso in the "No" squares before Nos.

Children Must 


Pay for Damage 


To Properties 


Following numerous complaints 


received from city residents regard- 
ing damage done by children to 
vacant houses and property, juven- 
ile court officials are taking steps 
to stop such practices, District 
Judge Chappell declared Saturday. 
In line with this policy, nine chil- 
dren were brought before the court 
Friday 
afternoon 
charged 
with 


breaking windows, removing door- 
knobs and doing other minor acts 
of destruction upon city property. 


All readily admitted having com- 


mitted the acts. Judge Chappell 
stated. Their parents, who accom- 
panied the children to the court- 
room, agreed to pay for the damage 
done. In two cases where It was 
found difficult to make payment, 
an arrangement was made whereby 
the child agreed to work for the 
owner of the damaged property 
until payment was completed in 
that way. 


The situation is rather a serious 


one in that freedom to practice 
such acts destroys the child's sense 
of civic pride, Judge Chappell em- 
phasized. He said that he is willing 
to work with owners of property in 
an effort to eliminate these de- 
structive actions. Payment, he said, 
should be made for property dam- 
aged or if that is inconvenient, an 
arrangement should be made in 
such cases where the child could 
repay the owner through some 
some form of work.

Qreatness of Winning- 
Teams Mostly Case of 
Superior Man-Power

College football is the greatest American sport, because 


although it draws big gate money and has a tremendous 
following, it is and always will be absolutely "on the level.' 


Racketeers have "muscled into" most of the big money 


sports. That's a development of the times—a condition pos- 
sibly allied with prohibition and bootlegging gangs. 


throne the champions. It isn't a 
matter of coaching now half as 
much as a matter of football ma- 
terial. 
There isn't much difference in 


coaching methods, but there is a 
big difference in material from year 
to year. For instance, a few years 
ago Andy Smith of Pennsylvania, 
coaching California, developed his 
famous "Wonder Team" that was 


No "Muscling In." 


But the racketeers can't "muscle 


into" football. The college football 
man puts his team above everything 
else. The average college player 
would lose a leg rather than lose a 
game for his team. Can you imag- 
ine the racketeering ganster, intent 
on framing up a safe betting prop- 
osition, going up to some star col- 
lege point scorej and saying: 


"Youpe don't make no touchdowns 
today. If youse do you settle with 
ME!"The football player would settle 
with him right on the spot. And a 
guy who can play big-team football 
is nobody to fool with. 


A few years ago football in the 


east consisted of the "Big Three"— 
Yale, Harvard and Princeton. Penn- 
sylvania, Cornell and a few others 
were in the news, and the Army- 
Navy drew record crowds, but it was 
supposed that football was an un- 
known art outside of a few colleges 
along the Atlantic coast. 


Middle-west Horns In. 
Then the middle-west came along 


•with more speed and variety, more 
kicking, running and passing, and 
before long the Pacific coast teams 
hopped into the limelight. Today 
there is no "greatest football" sec- 
tion in the country. 


Football coaches from 
famous 
teams have spread about the same 
brand of football all over the coun- 
try. The coach used to be the big 
figure in football, but in this past 
year or tv/o the teams have begun 
to attract a little attention, too. 
They used to talk about "Percy 
Haughon's team," "Pop Warner's 
teams," "Stagg's teams," ','Yost's 
teams," etc., etc. 


Now occasionally the names of 
the colleges represented 
by the 


teams are mentioned. It's a good 
sign. After all, the men play the 
football, and the coaches just teach 
what every coach knows, with an 
occasional slight improvement that 
every other coach grabs as soon as 
it appears. 


Way Back When. 


News reports of a big football 
game used to read, something like 
this: 


"Coach Whooziz defeated Coach 
Whatzat yesterday before a crowd 
of 50,000 frenzied pigskin fans. The 
margin was small, a single touch- 
down, which should not be taken, 
in all fairness, to indicate that 
Coach Whatzat is a back number 
and ready for the boneyard. Coach 
whpzlz, interviewed after the game, 


did the best I could under 
the circumstances, but I am far 
from satisfied. I should have piled 
up a score of 70-0 and undoubtedly 
would have done it If my quarter- 
backs had kept their beans work- 
ing. I gave positive instructions be- 
lore the first period to use forma- 
tions Q and Z for point scoring. My 
first quarterback forgot my instruc- 
tions and played his own game, 
with a result that no points were 
scored. I changed quarterbacks for 
the third period and ordered the 
use of formations Q and Z, and he 
forgot, too, So we only scored once. 
Well, you can't 
They're 
under 
blame the boys, 
quite a mental 
strain out there .in the field, re- 
membering who their coach is and 
knowing that the whole world is 
looking on and expects them to 
play up to my standard.'" 


Few Standouts Now. 


No team can be sure of standing 


out above all .others in today's col- 
lege football. The most famous have 
their ups and downs, and the least 
famous come up suddenly to de- 


practically 
invincible for 
three 
years. As old stars graduated and 
new players were put in, the "Won- 
der Team" disintegrated. 
It was thought at first that Andy 
Smith could make a winner out of 
anything, but it didn't turn ou that 
way. California began to take lick- 
ings that 
were 
entirely unex- 


pected. 


Lean Years At Berkeley. 


Andy Smith visited his old coUege 
in the winter, got pneumonia and 
died. And I've heard it said that 
poor Andy saved himself a great 
disappointment by dying, for Cali- 
fornia has had lean years in foot- 
ball material—years that would 
have tarnished the reputation of 
any coach. 


Colleges with great football repu- 
tations usually 
draw the 
good 


players from prep schools. But 
sometimes the alumni have a hand 
in that. And sometimes great foot- 
ball 'players appear where they 
aren't expected. Little Centre col- 
lege, with a couple hundred stu- 
dents, almost upset the whole col- 
lege football world a few years ago. 
Centre had several great players, 
most notable of whom was Bo 
McMfflm. 


One Star Not Enough. 


Yale came back with Albie Booth 


—and a good supporting team, of 
course. One star isn't enough, al- 
though Marsters was almost a win- 
ning team by himself when he 
starred for Dartmouth. Stagg at 
Illinois had one of the greatest 
line smashing backs I've ever seen 
in John Thomas. Princeton teams 
that had John R. DeWitt, Johnny 
Poe, Sam White, Garry Cochrane 
and Ad Kelly, Eddie Hart, will be 
long remembered. 


Harvard still talks about Brick- 
ley and Mahan, great individual 
point scorers. Stanford in the far 
west had an amazing string of 
great players in Ernie Nevers' day 
and for a while afterward, and 
IT. S. C. With Drury, Kaer and that 
lot, Washington, with Tesreau, Cali- 
fornia with Brick Muller, all had 
great winning teams. 


Cougar Backs Great. 


Now comes Washington State 
cleaning up California and u. S C 
on successive Saturdays, and they 
say Washington

Notre Dame's fame rests very 
largely on the "Four Horsemen," 
who were part of one of the finest 
football machines ever turned out 
by any coach. Michigan had Hes- 
ton, Carlisle had Hudson and Jim 
Thorpe—and the list could be con- 
tinued to the bottom of another 
column. 


The great players—the fellows 


who are just a little ahead of the 
best the competition can offer- 
when backed by good sound teams, 
win the games. It isn't always the 
famous coach who wins He has 
something to do with it, but it's no 
secret In modem football that the 
cleverest coach in the world is 
helpless wihout the winning ma- 
terial. 
The winning teams are 


those that have the men to win 
with.

NE would think that if a golf- 


er could do one thing right 


and remember to do it everytime, 
it would be to place the ball cor- 
rectly with respect to the feet be- 
fore he started out to hit it. Yet 
how many tunes does a man mis- 
hit a shot or drive it off line 
merely because his mind is so taken 
up with the machinery of the 
stroke that he forgets to square 
himself tcf'the line of play and 
neglects to see that the ball is in 
its accustomed place? 


There is no particular and ex- 


actly defined spot upon which the 
ball should be placed at address. 
That is, the spot varies somewhat 
in each individual case. But gout- 
ing style is characteristic ol the in- 
dividual and for each person's habit 
of swinging there is a spot from 
which the ball must be played to 
effect the best results. If it is 
played from some other point, 
either the habit of swinging must 
be overcome and an- alteration 
made, or the shot must be hope- 
lessly missed* 


rjnHE experienced player knows 
JL where the ball ought to be 
placed yet often he fails to make 
certain that it occupies that spot; 
the less able fellow may not have 
fully satisfied himself that one spot 
is any better than another, and 
probably thinks that it cSn make 
only a slight difference anyway. 


To err in placing the ball at ad- 
dress is done more easily than one 
would think possible. It seems that 
any person of ordinary intelligence, 
once he recognized the need for 
care in this regard, would have no 
difficulty in remembering to place 
the' ball opposite whatever part of 


his anatomy he had fixed upon as 
a proper guide-post. 


If this happened to be the only 
thing to think about I am confi- 
dent that most of us could by pain- 
ful effort remember it. But the 
trouble is that the obvious necessi- 
ty of the precaution makes it so 
easy to overlook.

Lincoln to Pull Out 


Unless Finance Plan 


Materially Amended

Club presidents of the Nebraska State baseball league 


will be rolling into Lincoln Monday to assemble for an an- 
nual fall session that is expected to bring the final decision 
as to whether or not the class D loop is to continue to operate 
during the 1931 campaign. The' meeting place is the Hotel 
Lincoln and the time 10 a. m.. with League President J. K. 
Carter of Norfolk in the chair. 


Just what the club heads may have in mind is largely 


a matter of conjecture, yet one of the executives, President 
. Job Robinson of Lincoln, spoke out Saturday night in ad- 
vance of the pow-wow in asserting that unless the league 
revises its financial system, the state capital city will not be 
represented in 1931. 


Opposes Pooling Receipts. 


"The State league plan of com- 


bining the 
recipts in a common 


pool is not satisfactory to myself or 
a majority of the stockholders of 
the Lincoln club," President Rob- 
inson said. 
"Unless it is changed 


and each club on the circuit enters 
with the understanding that it is to 
retain its home receipts and meet 
its own expenses, Lincoln will not 
be a league member next summer. 
"Lincoln receipts were used last 


summer to keep the wheels going 
around in other towns on the cir- 
cuit. That might have been a good 
thing for the league, but it wasn't 
giving Lincoln the break that it de- 
served." 


Should Pay Own Way. 


"Any member of the Nebraska 


league that is unable to hold up its 
end and pay its own way, doesn't 
deserve to be on the circuit. 


"My plan, I believe, should 
be 


adopted. I figure the circuit will 


have to be changed but surely there 
are six or eight live cities on the 
map of Nebraska, each capable and 
anxious to pay its own way, to or- 
ganize a strong league. 
"That's my idea of the situation 


and unless the league sees things 
my way, Lincoln will not be in the 
running next year." 


Park Lease Live Topic. 


The detail of acquiring a playing 


field in Lincoln is another matter 
that may engage the league meet- 
ing's 
attention. 
Directors of the 


local park 
association, owner of 


Landis Field, are not inclined to 
grant the Nebraska league another 
year's lease of the tract on West P. 
street. In fact, a majority of the 
park association directors have de- 
clared themselves on the subject, 
stating that they might be agree- 
able to giving a personal lease to 
President Robinson, but are not in 
favor of renewing the lease to the 
league under present conditions.

(UP)—Northwestern moved nearer 
the Big Ten football championship 
today by scoring a smashing 27 to 
6 victory over Minnesota before a 
home-coming crowd of 54,000 per- 
sons.

Northwestern tied Michigan for the 
Big Ten lead, ea^h with three con- 
ference victories in as many games 
played. Until today Minnesota was 
undefeated in Big Ten competition, 
having won its only game from 
Indiana. 


A dazzling aerial attack in the 


second period netted Northwestern 
two touchdowns, after which the 
Wildcats resorted to straight foot- 
ball and pushed over two more 
touchdowns, one each in the third 
and fourth periods. 


Gophers Score Once. 


After Northwestern "lad piled up 


27 points. Minnesota staged a cou- 
rageous rally and scored its only 
touchdown seven minutes before the 
end of the game when Ken Mc- 
Dougal, Gophers' substitute quar- 
terback, took a lateral pass from 
Jack Manders and raced 45 yards 
through the entie Nothwesten team 
fo his team's only score of the game.

caution the Michigan coach took 
several jugs of water for the players 
to drink 


One of the jugs was taken down 
onto the field to be used during the 
game, and at the end of the con- 
test, the jug was stolen bv a Minne- 
sota student. It's that jug, stolen 
from the Michigan bench years ago, 
which today is the center of all 
the brown jug tradition you read 
about.

Motors and Their Care 


Wobbly Wheels Check Efficiency of 


Car. 


Care of wheels is a highly im- 
portant in maintaining the efficien- 
cy of a car. Loose bearings at the 
hubs, causing the wheels to wobble, 
take much of the power from the 
engine. This may be avoided by 
keeping the wheels tight and well 
greased. The 
grease should be 
changed every 1000 miles and 
the 


nuts oil the wheels should be tight- 
ened at the same time 
Misalign- 


ment of the front wheels is an ex- 
pensive lault, and is often respon- 
sible m i educing the mileage for the 
amount of fuel consumed. 


Attention Important to Electrical 


System. 


The electrical system is extreme- 


ly important lor the efficient oper- 
ation of a car and each unit should 
be carefully inspected, cleaned and 
repaired. First, the spark plugs 
should be examined It is best to 
change them every 10,000 miles to 
insure maximum economy and effi- 
ciency. The points of the distribu- 
tor should be cleaned, adjusted and 
synchronized and the wire connec- 
tions inspected as -nell 
Both ig- 


nition and lighting should be care- 
fully 
inspected 
for 
breaks 
and 


checks which might cause shorts to 
occur and perhaps blow a fuss, light 
bulb or even start a fire 
Engine 
heat will sometimes check wires and 
loosen terminals 
The 
generator 


should be carefully checked and its 
brushes cleaned and adiusted for 
the correct output which usually 
ranges from 12 to 14 amperes. If 
cold weather is near tne output 
should be stepped up to care for the 
excessive battery drainage in ran-

suspects. 
The 
postmaster 
and 
other witnesses of the robbery fin- 
ally identified pictures of Fleagle 
as one of the holdups. 
In tracing Fleagle the men found 
that he had been arrested at Stocfc- 
ton, Cal., for possession of fire- 
arms, just a short tune previously. 
He 
was 
photographed, 
finger 
printed, and released oa bond, 
falling to appear for trial. 
These linger prints proved the 
bandit's eventual undoing, as by 
them ha was Identified as one of 
the men who held up the bank at 
Lamar, Colo_ and was at least 
partly responsible for the murder 
of four men. 
His finger prints 
were found on the car of one of 
the murdered men, a doctor who 
had been called to dress the wounds 
of one of the gang, and they were 
later identified by the finger print 
bureau 
as 
belonging 
to 
Jake 
Fleagle. 
Only Gives Few Points. 
"I can give you just a few points 
on this investigation," he notes. 
To tell it all would make a book." 
"Inspector Tm'np and I trailed 
Fleagle all over the western part 
of the United States. We finally 
got a tip that he was somewhere 
in Missouri, Arkansas, or Oklahoma. 
"With Post Office Inspector Aus- 
tin, we fixed up an ad to put in 
a Kansas paper, telling Jake that 
if he sa-s- it to write, signing the 
name of an old notorious bandit 
friend to it A few weeks later we 
received an answer to our ad, 
mailed on a train in Arkansas. 
"At a later date, we received an- 
other letter, asking If we would 
be Interested in a big Job with 
plenty In it We answered through 
the same paper that we were In- 
terested."Trusted Ad Writer. 
It 
Is apparent 
that Fleagl« 
trusted the writer at the other end 
of this newspaper correspondence. 
He mailed a final letter telling the 
Insoectors and 
Lieutenant Lloyd 
that he would meet them in Yell- 
viiie at 10-59 o'clock in the morn- 
ine. October 14. 
If he doubted, he made no at- 
tempt to avoid the meeting- Per- 
haps he wanted it.—to see again 
how quick he was on the draw. 
The men took the stipulated 
train for the li:tle Arkansas village. 
Surprised they were when they 
spotted Fleagle on the station plat- 
form at Branson. Mo_ making 
ready to board the tram the posse 
was on. for the train was still 75 
miles from Yellville. 


Grabbed Bandit. 
"My partner. Harry Wilde, and 
I. started for the front end of the 
coach when we met Fleagle near 
the first 
Beat in the car. We 


grabbed him and said Tut your 
hands up.' 
"Instead, he pulled his gun and 
had it jammed against Wilde's 
stomach. I grabbed for his gun 
jar.d as I did so. my forefinger en- 
jt«red just behind his srua triecer, 
I just as he puLed to fire. My Jineer 
(back of the tricsrcr prevented the 
gun from 
coing off. and at the 
:».n:e time Wilde fired. 
"After Fleasle had been shot, he 
still refused to put up his hands. 
He was still fightin* for his gua 
and trying to break my finger. 
After a hard fight. I got his gun 
awav from him, but It left me 
wlJi a -very sore firjcer 
Fo'utht Like Lion. 


"He had the ?trrn?:h of a lien 


and fourrht liSe one. even after 
he was shot. We had to put two 
pairs of handcuffs on h;m. as bs 
tried to break the first pair. 
"Fieaeie often bragscd that he 


wcrjjd sijoot it out to the last with 
any officer before they cctfd take 
him. He was known as a killer and 
a Jife meant nothin? to him. He 
Is known to have killed more than 
haif a dozen people and to have 
jheld up more tJxan one hundred 
• bants. Since his arrest and death,

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HE buildinjr of the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska has 


been part of the building" of 
a great state. 


To its doors have come 


thousands upon thousands of 
young people, eager for 
greater opportunity. Through 
its halls have roamed the un- 
ending tides of youth, not 
sure of what they are seek- 
ing nor of what they are 
finding, but getting some- 
thing of inestimable value, 
nevertheless. From its doors 
have gone myriads of willing 
workers to take their places 
in the life of the Nebraska 
community. Many have be- 
rome its leaders. Still others 
have risen to positions of 
national importance. 


Behind its doors sit the 


p e r s o n a l i t i e s who have 
coached, encouraged, trained, 
and inspired youth for the 
years in which the university 
has played its part of de- 
veloping new leaders for a 
greater state. 


Nearly thirty members of the ac- 
tive university faculty on the Lin- 
coln campus have served the Insti- 
tution for a quarter of a century or 
more. Much has been said of the 
teachers and administrators wno 
have left the university for posi- 
tions in other schools.

built until today, hundreds of stu- 
dents are again learning German, 
for scientific work, for teaching, lor 
general culture. 
White-haired, nearly 75 years old, 
but his eyes snapping with the en- 
thusiasm of youth, Professor Foss- 
ler answered a query as to the rea- 
son he enjoys teaching with, what 
is probably the key to many another 
teacher's enjoyment 
Near Life of Tomorrow. 
"I enjoy it because it puts me 
in touch with the life of tomorrow," 
he declared. 
Another satisfaction, that of fur- 
nishing material for the enriching 
of life, is best given by retelling one 
of the incidents related by Mr. Foss- 
ler. 
One of the many letters he has 
received from his old students came 
from a farmer out in the state.

Museum Answers Dream. 


To Dr. Barbour came in recent 
years the satisfaction of the equip- 
ment for which he had hoped and 
dreamed for more than 30 years. 
His dreams of a great museum and 
fine equipment for his students 
came true with the erection of Mor- 
rill hall. 
Builder of one of the finest col- 
lections of prehistoric animals in 
the country, planner of a museum 
•which may revolutionize museum 
design in this country in the future, 
his great pride is in the building 
of a department from which he be- 
lieves able students in geology are 
going forth. 
It was a year after Dr. Fling and 
Dr Barbour came to the university 
that Miss Clara Conklin, chairman 
of the department of romance lan- 
guages, joined the faculty. There 
is little glory to teaching language 
—an unending work. But thou- 
sands of students can recall the 
learning of a language under her 
direction. 


"And 
there is nothing I haven't 
enjoyed," Miss Conklin admitted al- 
though she hesitated to discuss the 
satisfactions of a teacher. 


Several in 1893. 
Three of the present members of 
the faculty came to the university 
in 1893 Two of them, Dr. A. L. 
Can dy, chairman of the mathe- 
matics department, and Miss Carrie 
Barbour, assistant curator of the 
museum have been with the uni- 
versity continuously. The third, C. 
A. Bobbins, professor of law, was 
away from the university from 1905 
to 1909 but has .given more than 30 
years of his life to teaching law 
classes at the University of Ne- 
braska. 
Much administrative work has 
fallen on Dr. Candy in recent years 
but he would still rather be in the 
classroom than anywhere else. And 
as for the university—"Where would 
we be- without our universities?" he 
asks, pointing to the machines, the 
chemical and physical applications 
which have resulted from discov- 
eries of university scientists and 
university trained scientists. 


Fits Ancient Bones. 
Miss Barbour, sister of the geolo- 
gy department head, was found in 
the geolog" workshop in the base- 
ment of Morrill hall. She has di- 
rected much of the work in recon- 
struction of fossils in recent years- 
Piecing together bits of fossil bone 
for the ankles and wrists of pre- 
historic animals is her 
specialty. 
It is a task requiring endless pa- 
tience. And in her success lies 
much of her pleasure. For years 
Miss Barbour assisted in the geolo- 
gy laboratories. She recalls with 
pleasure the associations with the 
hundreds of students, as she smiles 
with just pride today in showing 
some of the wrist joints she has 
pieced back together. 
Professor Bobbins, oldest member 


of the law faculty, more affection- 
ately known not only to his own 
students but to the entire campus 
as "Cocky" Bobbins, a personality 
who has figured endlessly in fra- 
ternity table chatter, prefers the 
older and the younger students. The 
latter have more enthusiasm, the 
older ones, more stabilitv. He has 
no use for the sophomorlc type but 
he admits that teaching has been 
a real pleasure, keeping him in con- 
tact with the enthusiasms of youtti 
which pass in maturity, when prop- 
erly trained, into constructive en- 
terprise.Four done in 1894.

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TWO MEN AND A STATE. 


Rarely have the voters of a state been called upon 


to make the decision which confronts the people of 
Nebraska in next Tuesday's election when a United 
States senator is to be chosen. 


Former Senator Gilbert M. Hitchcock and Senator 


George W. Norris are admired, respected and revered 
In Nebraska because they are men of ability, cour- 
age and positive convictions. Each in his way has 
attained national distinction, and honor—Hitchcock 
because of a splendid record of achievement and 
leadership during a trying, perilous 'period of Ameri- 
can history; Norris because he has been the stormy, 
sharp-tongued, tempestuous spokesman for the in- 
surgent bloc in congress. Each has had his enemies 
ar.:d each has won the unswerving affection of thou- 
sands of Nebraskans. 


For years, Mr. Hitchcock has been the principal 


owner and publisher of The World-Herald, one of the 
outstanding papers of the Central West, and a frank, 
outspoken advocate of democracy. It stands to Mr. 
Hitchcock's credit that he and his devoted associates 
have championed practically every inspiring social and 
political reform of consequence which has taken place 
in the United States in the last twenty years. Some- 
thing of Mr. Hitchcock's warm, humanitarian im- 
pulses, his sympathies for and his interest in the 
masses of people, and his devotion to the interests of 
Nebraska has been engrained in the editorial page 
and the news columns of his newspaper. 


As a young man George Norris began his career in 


the lower house of congress by overthrowing Can- 
nonism. He has been long on the firing line, and he 
has fought valiantly, if futilely in these recent years. 
But through a quarter of a century his has been a 
defensive fight, and yearly he has been growing more 
sour, more cynical, more suspicious, more critical and 
more depressing. We can well imagine George Nor- 
ris has suffered acutely. A sensitive nature, he has 
cut himself off from human 
companionship 
very 


largely and has destroyed his own faith in the tri- 
umphant progress of, humanity. That is a tragedy 
when it happens to any man and George Norris is no 
exception to the rule. And in this campaign drawing 
to the close he is seen snarling at all who oppose 
him, imputing unworthy and dishonorable motives to 
them because they do not agree with him, question- 
ing their honesty and integrity, charging them with 
a foul conspiracy to perform the henchmen's service 
of removing him from national life, in order that 
greed and avarice shall feast unchecked. 


Where is the man's sense of humor? 
What has become of his spirit of decency and fair 


play? ' 
, He has had as an opponent in this race one of the 
most courteous, one of the most gracious, one of the 
npst generous men in American politics. And yet in 
spite of that fact—^cognized by everyone whether 
they are supporters of Gilbert M. Hitchcock or not— 
Senator Norris has gone up and down this state 
venting his bitterness and his hatred of all men-and 
all things upon the World-Herald publisher, who, 
years gone bye, has seen fit to speak warmly approv- 
ingly of the senior Nebraska senator. 


It has become, as Hitchcock said Friday, in his 


speech, a foul crime to differ with Senator Norris. To 
do so subjects a man to the suspicion he is a sinister 
enemy of the American people; a servile servant of 
the power trust: the willing tool of corporate greeu 
and avarice. The tactics which George Norris has 
seen fit to use in this campaign—the abuse and vit- 
uperation which he has poured out upon' those who 
might be of the opinion someone could actually repre- 
sent Nebraska more ably than he has-^-has made it 
a pertinent question whether he is laboring under the 
delusion he has been given a life tenure in the sen- 
ate and he is not to be opposed either hi the primaries 
or the general election. 


No better evidence of his incapacity could be de- 


sired than his own attitude during this campaign. He 
Saccd the necessity of building up a frightful ogre. To 
do so be sacrificed a friend, who six years ago as the 
president of the Nebraska power company, supported 
him against Charles H. Sloan, a standpat republican. 
But because Walter Head felt he could not counte- 
nance George Norris in his attacks upon the republi- 
can party, he suddenly overnight became the repre- 
sentative of the power trust, although occupying a 
far less active role in the affairs of the Nebraska 


litlcal forays into Wisconsin and other states if he re- 
vealed, when the opportunity 'arose, as It recently did 
in connection with an appointment on the 
inter- 


state commerce commission, that' he was Nebraska- 
minded, and that he would bury his deep-seated pre- 
judices and personal animosities that this state might 
gain recognition on important federal agencies. But 
Senator Norris has had neither sympathy nor time 
for Nebraska. He has taken its favors year after year, 
recognizing no obligation to voice its 'aspirations or 
hopes or to speak and plead for its interests. 
• * • 


With the same force that Senator Norris and his 


friends say it takes courage and devotion to fight a 
lone battle against the strongly, entrenched selfish 
interests at Washington, it may be said that a devoted 
champion of a great state is of far greater value and 
service to his constituency. 


In Gilbert M. Hitchcock the 
people of Nebraska 


have chance to draft such a man. He is as progres- 
sive in all that pertains to enlightened, honest gov- 
ernment on behalf of the people who support that 
government. He believes strongly enough in Nebraska 
to make his home here; to build a great newspaper 
here. If he is commissioned to represent Nebraska in 
the United States senate during the next six years, 
he will reflect distinction and honor upon his state. 


A POTATO ROMANCE. 


A legal brief is about as far from romantic as any- 


thing the average person can imagine. But a brief 
prepared recently and printed Frid^ by. the state 
railway commission in

freight adjustments for the western Nebraska potato 
industry is more than just a brief. It tells in startling 
terms the romance of an agricultural industry de- 
veloped in a short span of years from nothing until 
last year it grossed nearly ten million- dollars. 


While potato raising has been only one of the agri- 


cultural developments of northwest Nebraska, it has 
been a substantial factor in the development of that 
area. Eleven counties figure in the state's commer- 
cial potato industry. 


In 10 years, the population of these counties has 
•rown 21.52 per cent. Railroact tonnage has increased 
60.25 per cent. In these 10 years, the potato industry 
has developed from next to nothing to an important 
source of agricultural income. The last three years 
on which figures are available show that the develop- 
ment has not stopped. 


In 1927, potato acreage in the eleven counties was 


34,518 while in 1929, it was 40,553, despite extremely 
low prices which prevailed in 1928 and caused a re- 
duction from the figures for that year. The eleven 
counties last year produced more than 50 per cent 
of the total production of potatoes in the state and 
considerably more than half of the gross value of the 
rop. The population in the area rose from 84,773 in 


1920 to 103,014 in 1930. 


Shipments of potatoes from this territory in 1927 


were 4,001 cars while in 1929 they had risen to 6,660 
cars. Not only have these eleven counties developed 
into a great potato growing country but they have 
developed a specialty in potato growing which insures 
them a market. The eleven counties have become, a. 
major source of certified seed potatoes for southern1 
states, and through an efficent marketing system 
have developed that which farmers so often lack—a 
buyer of almost an entire crop. 


The potato romance of northwest Nebraska is -one 


of the many agricultural romances of Nebraska—a 
tribute to thoughtful planning, constructive market- 
ing, and courageous, pioneering in agricultural produc- 
tion. The fight for equitable freight rates for these 
farmers is the fight -to help; a constructive industry 
maintain its advantages in moulding a diversified 
agriculture for Nebraska.

its meeting in Madison Thursday took steps to secure 
legislation which would insure the use of butter in the 
fourteen institutions under the direction of the board 
of control. A state which has made the strides Ne- 
braska has in recent years in dairying should fall in 
behind the proposal with the 
utmost 
enthusiasm. 


The state- sets a poor example for its citizens when it 
authorizes the use of substitutes instead of butter.

More than 100,000,000 pounds of butter and butter- 
fat are produced annually, while the wealth flowing 
back to the farms through the sale of this immense 
amount of butter is greater than that realized from 
the wheat crop.

permanent place in literature.

Miltonic tone, beauty and dignity 
convey to thoughtful men and wo- 
men a very modern yet satisfying 
response to their spiritual demands. 
None need doubt the pre-eminence 
of the spiritual order of the universe 
after reading this classic contribu- 
tion of a first-class and essentially 
religious mind. Probably you know 
that other wonderful poem by Dr. 
Bridges which begins. 
"Whiteher O splendid ship, thy 


white sails crowding', 
'Leaning across the bosom of the 


urgent West." 
It should be treasured by all who 


speak the tongue it ennobles. Its 
author did not sing for the multi- 
tude. He was an intellectual aristo- 
crat, fastidious and remote, who 
cared nothing for popular applause 
and refused to compose verses to 
order.

Some wiseacres regret that France 
andl Italy were called into the con- 
ference at all, and 
insist that it 


would, have been better for ths other 
three powers. Japan, Great Britain 
and the United States, to have 
drawn UD a treaty between them- 
selves. But surely the wider the 
scope of such international agree- 
ments, the less likely they are to 
breed suspicions and misgivings. 
France' has made a remarkable 


recovery in morale, finance and en- 
thusiasm since the Washington naval 
conference. Italy is also riding on 
the crest of a high-tide of national 
feeling. But both these nations and 
the rest of the powers will have to 
learn that the real strength and 
security of the state are derived 
from world opinion. 
"The" London Spectator" observes 
that it would, be impossible today to 
mobilize the nations for another 
great conflict.

NEBRASKA HAS 


203,000 RADIOS 


Half Nation's Families 


Own Receiving Sets, 


Report Reveals. 


Nebraska, thirty-second in popu- 


lation among states of the nation, 
ranks sixteenth in the number of 
radio receiving sets, according to an 
estimate of the United States de- 
partment of commerce. 


There are 203,000 radios in Ne- 


braska, the report reveals, also show- 
ing that half the families of the 
nation own radio sets 
The total 


sets in use July 1 is placed at 13,- 
478,600, whereas the families in the 
country number approximately 28,- 
500,000. 


The nation has about half of the 


radio receivers m use in the world, 
although other sections ot the globe 
are awakening to the possibilities of 
entertainment from the ether. 


New York Ranks First. 


New York, doubtless because of 


Jts leadership in population, boasts 
the most sets, while California, Illi- 
nois and Pennsylvania come second, 
third and fourth, respectively. These 
four states, with 29 rjer cent of the 
population, possess 39 per cent of 
the radios. 


It is impossible to estimate the 


number of battery and crystal sets 
in the total, according to Marshall 
T. Jones, chief of the electrical 
division, which made the survey, 
but they constitute a very small 
percentage. 


There were only 11.500,000 sets in 


this country in January and but 
9,500,000 in July, 1929. 


An increase was also reported in 


the exports. The total for the first 
eight months of this year was $11,- 
604.171 for all radio apparatus, an 
increase of $15,050 over that of the 
same period of 1929. Canada con- 
tinued to lead as the market for 
American radio products.

SAY MACHINE AGE 


IS FATAL TO ART 


WASHINGTON Nov. 1—(INS— 


Mass production and standardiza- 
tion do not go hand-in-hand 
as 


most folks believe, Ralph T. Walk- 
er, New York architect, declared in 
a recent symposium of the Ameri- 
can Institute of Architects, made 
public today. He cited the practices 
of Henry Ford to prove his state- 
ment that the two are not synony- 
mous- 
•'Henry Ford learned one lesson 


of mass production," he said, "and 
then, it is reported, spent $125,000,- 
000 at one time to learn another— 
that both the standards of comfort 
and appearance change and keep 
changing." He referred to the great 
change Ford made in his old Model 
T motor cars. 
He wrote the "one remarkable 
thing" about mass production un- 
der modern conditions is not fixa- 
tion but flexibility. 
Prof. William A. Boring, direc- 
tor of the school of architecture at 
Columbia university, stated in a 
report to Dr. Nicholas Murray But- 
ler, the president, that "in this 
mechanical age art is oppressed" 
and warned that in building "big- 
ger and, better things" beauty is 
forgotten, the institute announced. 
"Creation Impossible." 
Dr. Boring also agreed with Ig- 
nace Paderewski, the noted pianist, 
who believes the machine age is 
working agamst art and genius, 
and therefore the creation is im- 
possible under the present syst€in 
of living. 


Walker characterized the stand- 
ardized expression now prevalent 
in all new European architecture as 
"fake modernism" and continued: 


"When the architect endeavors to 
recreate the immortality of the 
past, he always fails- The Penn- 
sylvania station in New York City, 
for instance, can never be as fine 
in all its parts as its prototypes— 
the Roman baths. That which in 
spirit is lost can never be regained, 
and to iny mind the modernists are 
correct when they consider a grain 
elevator of more importance than 
the Roman baths. 


"Architecture should be consid- 
ered as much from the mental re- 
actions it creates as from the bodi- 
ly 
satisfaction 
it renders. The 
physical side of architecture is al- 
ways more readily solved, but no 
one gives serious thought to men- 
tal comfort. The modern architect 
should be much more a psychologist 
than an engineer for the economies 
to be arrived at are more human 
and not structural." 


He said some experimentation is 
taking place in architecture "and In 
that respect a gas pipe exalted 
from the area-way is more impor- 
tant than the Greek Doric order." 
"What this age needs." he con- 
cluded.-"is the architect who sees 
his problem in relation to the pres- 
ent, who sees it creativelv. and 
who can be scholarly within the 
limits of bis own time."'

PROFESSOR SAYS 
YOUNG PLAN MUST 


BE SCALED DOWN 


DENVER, Oct. 31 — (I. N S)— 


Germany will have to secure relief 
in reparations by a scaling down of 
the Young plan. Dr. C. H. Becker, 
professor of oriental history at the 
University of Berlin and sociology 
in the Hindenberg government, said 
while in Denver recently. Dr. Beck- 
er brought first hand information 
on the German situation to Denver 
while visiting his son, Walter Beck- 
er, of this city. 


"Without such relief the unrest of 
her unemployed may lead to a 
change of government and a re- 
pudiation of all reparations," Dr. 
Becker said. "It should be remem- 
bered that Germany has already 
paid vast sums in gold and in goods 
as penalties for war." 


Dr. Becker left Germany before 


the recent elections but the .result 
was not surprising to him, being a 
"deep student of social and economic 
conditions. 


"I expected a large increase in 
the communist and fascist votes," 
he said, "but hardly to the extent 
developed in the elections. The rea- 
son we have fifteen parties in the 
Richstag is simple. When we framed 
our new constitution we sought to 
give representation to the minority 
voters and so made it possible for 
anyone securing 60,000 votes to take 
his seat in parliament. 


"You 
Anglo-Saxons were more 
practical for your governments are 
based on majority rules. Our system 
is chaotic, although we planned to 
be completely democratic and en- 
tirely fair." 


German socialists ?r° Marxian in 
name only and are V/, so radical 
as socialists in other *^l,untries, ac- 
cording to Dr. Becker. 
"There is little danger of Ger- 


many going communistic," he said, 
"because our people are too con- 
servative. The centrist or Catholic 
party plays close to the socialist 
party which proves that the latter 
is conservative. In other parts of 
the world the Catholic element is at 
the extreme end agamst the social- 
ists." 


Dr. Becker is on a lecture tour,1 


speaking on national and interna- 
tional problems/He stopped over in 
Denver on his way from California 
to Kansas City.

Short Wave Stations 


Seek Commercialize 


Foreign Broadcasts 


The federal radio commission Is 


considering the request made by 
several short wave broadcasters to 
sell time on the air and thereby 
flash commercial programs to for- 
eign lands. Station WGY is the 
latest to seek permission to com- 
mercialize its associated short-wave 
transmitters W2XAF and W2XAD. 


Despite the fact that the foreign 


broadcasts have usually been suc- 
cessful and have developed large 
audiences of listeners, notably in 
South America, the radio commis- 
sion has kept the licenses for such 
stations in the experimental cate- 
gory, la other words, they operate 
at their own expense and without 
receiving any direct revenue from 
program sponsors. 


Station KDKA and associated ex- 
perimental relay broadcastuig sta- 
tions recently filed a similar appli- 
cation. 
The companies contend 
that the revenue is needed to help 
defray the cost of transmission of 
the programs to foreign stations. 
As foreign radio stations are not 
financed by advertising, but by 
taxes on receiving sets, the issue is 
not raised in the rebroadcast of 
programs from other countries to 
the United States. 


Outlines Reasons. 
Reasons for the transfer from ex- 
perimental to commercial operation 
for the rebroadcasting stations are 
outlined in a letter which accom- 
panied the applications from W. J. 
Purcell, operating engineer of sta- 
tion WGY. 


"We feel that the charges in- 


curred in the development of equip- 
ment for short wave broadcasting 
are ones which should be properly 
borne by the manufacturing com- 
panies. The state of the art has, 
however, progressed to the point 
where reception in foreign countries 
is almost 100 per cent reliable and 
the thne has arrived when the high 
cost of operation and programs for 
such transmissions might well be 
shared by commercial interests de- 
siring to use them for advertising 
purposes. It is not at the present 
time our intention that these sta- 
tions should make money. The ap- 
plication, therefore, has been made 
for a modification of the present 
licenses, as it is considered that the 
sale of commencal programs would 
also be experimental."

An Interesting Fact. 


A neighbor can operate his set 
in a manner to disturb the peace, 
especially at night, but the creation 
of an 
interfering signal "which 
makes his reception unbearable to 
him is punishable as an offense 
agamst federal laws governing ra- 
dio transmission. 


D. C. and A. C. Receivers. 
While fundamentally direct-cur- 
rent receivers are identical to those 
of the 
alternating-current 
type, 
they are not interchangeable. The 
sets jn outward appearance are the 
same as the alternating 
current 
types. The major difference is in 
the power supply apparatus and 
types of vacuum tubes employed. 
In obtaining the power for oper- 
ating the direct-current 
receiver 
the major problem is to obtain the 
proper voltage. This 
necessitates 
certain differences in the electrical 
design of the set. Unlike alter- 
nating current, direct current can- 
not be transformed and increased 
to a higher voltage. Because of its 
characteristics, it can only be re- 
duced by means of resistances. As 
most direct-current 
service lines 
are rated at 110 volts, it is impos- 
sible to increase the potential over 
that amount. Therefore, it is neces- 
sary to employ a different type 
tube, more applicable for that volt- 
age. Because of the voltage avail- 
able most direct-current sets em- 
ploy battery tubes. These are of the 
-01A tvpe and are used in all sock- 
ets but the final, stage amplifier. 
This latter circuit usually is de- 
signed power tubes of the -71 A 
type.

For the Notebook. 


The receiver with the most ef- 


fective radio frequency amplifier is 
the most sensitive. 
The fact that some vacuum tubes 


<3o not glow brightly is no indica- 
tion that they are weak or de- 
fective. 
See that the battery is fully 
charged and supplied with plenty 
of water when at is to stand idle 
for a month or two. 
When used properly, the great 


convenience of the dry cell battery 
3s more than enough to offset the 
high cost of energy, but it is ETOS&- 
Iv wasteful lo employ the dry cell 
on loads that considerably exceed 
its full load current capacity.

I would urge the 
girl to take up some subject of In- 
terest in night school, to take her 
mind off herself and likewise give 
her another point of contact with 
young people.

She should strive to 
find activities of various kinds to 
lift her mind above the depression 
of loneliness.

are not party sycophants, learned

Wilson and Hoover did not make 
the world safe" for anything 
In 
scarce two years we liave learned 
that wise old George Norris was 
right when he warned us thta 
Hoover, with his ten million dollars, 
U the friend of capitalism and the 
foe of the common people. We have 
learned that there is little noticeable 
difference between the tactics ana 
and practices of the two great par- 
ties; that indeed, while the two 
parties appear to oppose each other 
with antipodal 
Issues, yet In the 
final analysis both parties will ac- 
tually defend each other's prin- 
ciples when opposed to radical 
(which means less privileged) prin- 
ciples. In the mam the two parties 
are essentially similar, despite their 
jealous and farcial rivalry; hence, 
a change of administrations brings 
no material change in conditions for 
the people. 
After all, the people's 
social welfare depends on their in- 
dustry and economy. "What meas- 
ure of success they enjoy in this 
respect is gained in spite of rather 
than because of the two great par- 
ties. 
We must discredit the 
alleged 
greatness of these parties, and radi- 
cally tho not violently change our 
present economic system. We have 
the endless acres, the industrious 
millions, the scientific genius, the 
vast machinery; in short, we have 
plenty of everything and still we 
are deadlocked. 
We have dossal 
surpluses of grains, livestock, cloth- 
ing, food products, etc., but we can't 
buy them until we can selL Oui 
industries are shut down and yet 
seven million Idle men are anxious 
to operate them. Europe, Russia 
China, could use our products, bul 
our tariffs are a barrier. Capital- 
ism "sets purty" under this system 
but the masses sutler. And all our 
"great engineer" offers us is 'Keep
